Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the 
borough  for  the  year  1955. 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  population  at  mid-year  1955 
was  39,440,  an  increase  of  90  on  the  year  1954. 

The  birth  and  death  rates  are  comparable  with  those  of  England  and 
Wales  as  a  whole  as  can  be  seen  from  Tables  4  and  5. 

The  year  showed  a  heavy  incidence  of  measles,  but  other  communicable 
diseases  were  not  unduly  prevalent.  Of  diphtheria,  there  were  3  cases  with 
one  death,  all  in  non-immunised  children. 

The  percentage  of  children  of  school  age  who  have  been  immunised 
against  diphtheria  is  81  per  cent,  which  is  a  good  insurance  against  the 
spread  of  the  disease  in  schools.  The  same,  however,  cannot  be  said  of 
children  under  school  age  in  whom  the  percentage  immunised  is  only 
39  per  cent. 

If  this  latter  percentage  could  be  brought  up  to  the  figure  for  school 
children,  and  maintained  thereat  one  would  feel  much  more  confident 
about  the  complete  eradication  of  diphtheria  from  our  community. 

The  Mobile  Mass  Radiography  Unit  again  visited  the  Borough  this 
year  and  4,970  volunteers  were  X-rayed. 

Housing  continues  to  be  the  main  health  problem  confronting  the 
Council.  The  old  houses  are  deteriorating  and  little  can  be  done  to  make 
them  even  tolerable  to  live  in.  The  demolition  of  many  of  them  is  an 
urgent  necessity  but  this,  of  course,  is  dependent  upon  the  provision  of 
new  houses. 

The  staff  of  the  department  has  been  under  strain  for  six  months  of 
the  year,  in  that  no  Sanitary  Inspector  has  been  found  to  replace  Mr.  Davies. 
In  a  borough  such  as  this,  where  an  extraordinary  amount  of  meat  inspection 
is  carried  out,  the  lack  of  one  inspector  out  of  four  considerably  decreases 
our  effectiveness  and  the  work  in  other  fields  is  bound  to  suffer,  principally 
in  the  repair  of  sub-standard  houses,  and  also  now  in  the  field  of  the 
application  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 

I  am  grateful  for  the  interest  and  encouragement  of  the  Chairman  of 
the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Committees  and  for  the  loyalty  and  un¬ 
grudging  service  of  the  members  of  the  Public  Health  department  staff.

The  estimated  increase  in  population  by  the  Registrar  General  from 
mid  1954  to  mid  1955  was  90,  i.e.,  from  39,350  to  39,440.  The  natural 
increase  of  population  in  1955,  that  is  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths,  was 
318.  The  effects  of  emigration  from,  and  immigration  into,  the  borough 
have  naturally  some  effect  on  the  population  figure  but  I  have  no  evidence 
that  these  two  figures  do  not  for  the  most  part  cancel  each  other.  I  am 
inclined,  therefore,  to  consider  that  the  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of 
the  mid-1955  population  is,  therefore,  a  low  one.

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The  total  number  of  infant  deaths  during  1955  was  21  and  this  was 
also  the  number  for  1954.  Sixteen  of  these  deaths  occurred  in  the  first 
month  of  life.  Whereas  last  year  most  of  these  were  due  to  congenital 
malformations  in  the  child,  only  four  of  these  16  deaths  in  1955  could  be 
assigned  to  these  causes.  Furthermore,  seven  of  the  16  deaths  occurring 
in  the  first  month  of  life  were  ascribed  to  unknown  causes  or  to  conditions 
which  can  be  only  vaguely  described,  e.g..  prematurity.

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The  standardised  death  rate  for  the  year  1955  has  risen  to  11.54  per 
1 ,000  estimated  population,  having  been  10.21  per  1 ,000  for  1954  and  11 .26 
per  1 ,000  for  1953. 

The  order  of  the  three  chief  causes  of  death  remains  the  same. 
Cancer  and  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system  (the  latter  including 
haemorrhage  into  and  thrombosis  of  the  brain)  come  second  and  third 
to  diseases  of  the  heart.  Cancer  rose  to  second  place  in  1954  and  has 
continued  as  second  chief  cause  of  death  in  1955.  The  predominant 
feature  of  the  deaths  from  cancer  has  been  the  increase  in  deaths  from 
cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus  in  males,  this  number  being  more  than 
double  last  year’s  figure.

The  foregoing  tables  (9,  10  and  11)  show  that  with  the  exception  of 
measles,  the  year  1955  was  not  one  of  high  incidence  of  infectious  disease. 
As  far  as  measles  is  concerned  591  cases  is  an  exceptional  number  and  not 
since  1947  (554  cases)  have  we  had  so  many  children  affected. 


Only  one  case  of  acute  poliomyelitis  was  reported.  Enteric  fever 
occurred  in  one  individual  who  returned  from  a  holiday  on  the  continent. 
Five  cases  of  dysentry  and  six  of  food  poisoning  were  notified. 


Contacts  were  followed  up  in  ail  these  instances  and  the  necessary 
bacteriological  examinations  arranged. 


The  number  of  cases  of  diphtheria  was  the  same  as  in  1954,  viz.  three, 
and  in  all  three  instances  the  children  had  not  been  previously  immunised 
against  the  disease.  One  of  these  children  died. 
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The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  children  who  have  received 
a  primary  immunisation  against  diphtheria  during  the  year  and  also  those 
who  have  had  a  secondary  reinforcing  injection. 
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The  foregoing  table  (12)  shows  that  a  total  of  973  children  living  in 
Tipton  received  injections  against  diphtheria  during  the  year.  Most 
children  do  not  receive  their  primary  immunisation  until  after  one  year  of 
age  or  until  they  attend  school,  and  this  is  evident  from  the  numbers  in 
these  age  groups. 

It  is  preferable  for  children  to  be  immunised  against  diphtheria 
between  eight  and  twelve  months  and  to  receive  reinforcing  injections  at 
five  years,  eight  years  and  eleven  years  of  age.  For  some  time  now  this 
method  has  been  practised  in  this  area  and  diphtheria  immunisation  or 
re-immunisation  is  offered  to  all  children  during  their  first  term  at  school 
and  at  approximately  eight  and  eleven  years  of  age. 

Out  of  a  total  school  population  of  7,906  in  December,  1955,  this 
number  including  infant,  junior  and  senior  departments,  records  show 
that  a  total  of  6,407  children  have  been  immunised  against  diphtheria  up  to 
that  month,  which  gives  a  percentage  of  81. 

Last  year’s  figure,  69  per  cent,  took  account  only  of  children  in  infant 
and  junior  schools  and  the  percentage  was  based  on  the  total  in  these  depart¬ 
ments,  since  it  was  to  children  in  these  departments  only  that  immunisation 
was  offered.  However,  it  seems  fairer  to  base  the  record  on  the  total 
number  of  children  in  all  schools  and  the  improvement  manifests  that  an 
increasing  number  of  parents  are  accepting  the  invitation  to  have  their 
children  immunised  at  school  and  that  quite  a  large  proportion  of  senior 
school  children  must  be  regarded  as  immune. 

Of  3,443  children  under  five  years  of  age  at  December,  1955,  only 
1,353  had  been  immunised  against  diphtheria  which  gives  a  percentage  of 
39.  The  figure  for  1954  was  37  per  cent. 

An  improvement  under  this  heading  is  undoubtedly  called  for  and 
health  visitors  and  other  field  workers  are  using  their  utmost  endeavours 
to  educate  parents  in  the  prevention  of  this  dread  disease.  A  shortage  of 
Health  Visitors  and  Public  Health  Inspectors  imposes  limitations  on  what 
can  be  done  in  this  direction,  however.

The  House  Letting  and  Management  Committee  has  continued  to 
give  its  sympathetic  consideration  to  families  with  a  tuberculous  patient 
which  require  rehousing  and  14  families  have  been  rehoused  during  1955.

Visit  of  Mobile  Mass  Radiography  Unit. 

The  Mobile  Mass  Radiography  Unit  visited  Tipton  during  December, 
1955,  and  6th  and  9th  January,  1956.  During  this  time  the  Unit  was 
stationed  at  the  works  of  Messrs.  Vono  Limited,  Messrs.  W.  G.  Allen 
Limited,  Midlands  Electricity  Board,  the  County  Grammar  School  and  at 
the  Municipal  Buildings.  Some  sessions  were  devoted  to  members  of  the 
public,  some  to  employees  from  industrial  firms  and  some  were  given  over 
to  the  taking  of  large  films  of  those  individuals  whose  miniature  films 
gave  rise  to  doubt. 

In  co-operation  with  the  Medical  Director  of  the  Unit,  Dr.  R.  J.  Posner, 
much  preliminary  advertising  of  the  visits  was  carried  out  by  posters  and 
pamphlets. 

The  response  was  considered  good  in  that  a  total  of  4,970  volunteers 
were  X-rayed.  Of  these,  4,379  were  from  industrial  groups  and  591  were 
members  of  the  public. 

A  total  of  13  cases  of  active  tuberculosis  was  discovered  amongst 
4,970  volunteers,  making  a  rate  of  2.6  per  thousand  volunteers,  as  com¬ 
pared  with  4.5  per  thousand  volunteers  in  the  1954  survey.

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Admittedly  sites  for  the  building  of  new  houses  are  becoming  fewer, 
but  according  to  the  report  of  the  West  Midland  Group  on  Post  War 
Reconstruction  and  Planning  which  was  published  under  the  title  of 
“Conurbation”  in  1948,  the  percentage  of  built  up  land  to  the 
total  acreage  of  the  Borough  was  65%  leaving  35%  of  land  not  built  up, 
of  this  35%  6.9  per  cent  was  for  “open  space”,  leaving  28.1  per  cent 
“undeveloped”  and  “derelict  and  not  in  use”.  With  the  passage  of  the 
years  since  1948  some  of  this  land  has  been  built  on  of  course  but  there 
still  remain  sites  which  could  be  used,  or  which  with  suitable  filling, 
could  in  time  be  used  for  house  building  and  for  more  open  spaces. 

Because  of  the  slow  pace  of  house  building,  little  could  be  done  in  the 
way  of  bringing  forward  official  representations  with  regard  to  slum 
property.  In  the  cases  of  individual  houses  only  those  which  became 
dilapidated  and/or  dangerous  to  the  occupants  were  brought  to  the 
Housing  Committee  and  Demolition  Orders  requested. 

The  declaration  by  the  Council  of  the  Churchyard  Road  (No.  112), 
Horseley  Heath  (No.  113)  and  Providence  Street  (No.  114)  Clearance 
Areas  following  official  representations  thereon,  was  done  because  many 
of  these  houses  are  in  a  very  bad  condition  and  because  it  was  realised  that 
the  sites  occupied  by  these  houses  together  with  areas  of  land  adjoining 
them,  might  profitably  be  utilised  for  the  building  of  new  houses  and  flats. 

There  are  other  areas  in  the  borough  where  rehousing  on  cleared 
sites,  at  present  occupied  by  old  property,  could  be  done,  not  forgetting 
of  course  the  provision  of  some  open  space. 
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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  SANITARY  INSPECTOR. 


Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1955. 

The  clearance  of  unfit  houses  was  again  one  of  the  chief  problems  of 
the  Department  and  during  the  year,  18  individual  demolition  orders 
were  made  on  unfit  houses  making  a  total  of  219  which  have  been  dealt 
with  since  the  war.  In  addition,  eight  Clearance  Areas  involving  124 
houses  were  dealt  with,  but  unfortunately  the  provision  of  new  houses  to 
rehouse  the  families  occupying  these  unfit  houses  is  behind  schedule  with 
the  result  that  the  progress  of  slum  clearance  hoped  for  will  not  mat¬ 
erialise.  The  number  of  cases  of  overcrowding  in  the  Borough  has  again 
been  reduced  by  the  rehousing  of  36  sub-tenants,  which  makes  a  total  of 
447  cases  of  overcrowding  relieved  during  the  last  five  years. 

The  work  of  meat  inspection  at  the  three  slaughterhouses  again 
occupied  a  considerable  portion  of  the  Inspectors’  time  and  although 
everyone  appreciates  the  necessity  of  meat  inspection,  it  is  not  fully 
realised  the  importance  of  and  the  amount  of  detailed  inspection  required 
to  be  carried  out. 

The  results  of  the  milk  and  ice  cream  samples  taken  for  bacteriological 
and  chemical  examination  during  the  year  were  extremely  good.  The 
standard  of  hygiene  in  food  premises  shows  improvement,  but  there  is 
still  much  to  be  done  to  achieve  the  standard  laid  down  by  the  Food 
Hygiene  Regulations.  The  co-operation  of  food  traders  is  continually 
being  sought  and  a  great  deal  more  time  could  usefully  be  spent  in  their 
education  in  the  hygienic  handling  of  food. 

The  domestic  refuse  collection  service  functioned  very  well  especially 
when  one  takes  into  account  the  difficult  labour  problem.  The  cost  of 
refuse  collection  and  disposal  again  rose  by  approximately  £2,000  and  this  is 
mainly  accounted  for  by  increased  wages  and  the  increased  price  of 
dustbins. 

Comments  on  other  branches  of  work  carried  out  are  given  in  later 
pages. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee  for  their  confidence,  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  his  encouragement  and  support  and  the  whole  of  the  staff  for 
their  able  and  active  co-operation.

SMOKE  ABATEMENT  AND  ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 


63  visits  were  paid  to  factories  and  other  premises  in  respect  of 
nuisances  caused  by  smoke,  grit,  etc.,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  record  progress 
in  the  elimination  or  reduction  of  nuisance  from  atmospheric  pollution 
from  industrial  premises,  although  much  more  could  be  attained.  In 
this  respect  the  advent  of  the  Clean  Air  Bill  is  welcome,  also  it  is  becoming 
generally  recognised  by  most  manufacturers  that  consuming  fuel  in  an 
inefficient  manner  is  costly.

Disinfection  and  Disinfestation. 

During  the  year,  92  verminous  houses  were  disinfested.  Treatment 
was  by  fumigant  smoke  or  liquid  insecticide  having  a  D.D.T.  base.  In 
certain  cases  D.D.T.  and  Gammexane  Powder  were  used. 

The  household  furniture  and  effects  of  33  families  from  private  houses 
were  also  disinfested  prior  to  occupation  of  Council  houses.  All  bedding, 
etc.,  was  treated  in  the  steam  disinfector  situated  at  the  new  depot  in 
Brook  Street.  In  addition,  the  household  effects  of  three  families  not 
disinfested  were  removed  into  Council  houses. 

The  number  of  houses  disinfected  after  infectious  disease  cases  was  61.

Meat  Inspection. 

The  total  number  of  animals  slaughtered  and  inspected  at  the  three 
private  slaughterhouses  in  the  Borough  during  the  year  under  review  was 
85,858. 

The  percentage  of  the  number  of  animals  affected  with  diseases  other 
than  tuberculosis,  again  shows  an  increase  over  last  year’s  figures  and  this 
is  mainly  accounted  for  by  the  increase  of  animals  affected  with  parasitic 
diseases.  The  number  of  animals  affected  with  tuberculosis  again  shows 
a  decline  and  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  1938  the  incidence  figure  for 
tuberculosis  in  cattle  and  pigs  was  15.0  compared  with  this  year’s  figure 
of  4.7 

The  total  amount  of  meat  condemned  was  101  tons.

INSPECTION  OF  FOOD  PREMISES. 

A  total  of  113  visits  was  paid  to  food  premises  during  the  year  and 
where  found  necessary  unsatisfactory  conditions  were  remedied.  With 
the  advent  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  it  will  be  necessary  for  a  more 
stringent  system  of  inspection  and  a  higher  standard  of  hygiene  is  expected, 
but  with  the  present  depleted  staff  it  is  going  to  be  difficult  to  implement 
the  requirements  of  the  Regulations.  The  present  standard  in  the 
borough  is  fairly  good  but  there  is  still  plenty  of  room  for  improvement. 

Ice  Cream. 

The  whole  of  the  ice  cream  manufactured  in  the  Borough  is  pasteurised. 
During  the  year,  31  samples  of  ice  cream  manufactured  inside  and  outside 
the  Borough  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  and  the 
following  table  gives  a  summary  of  the  results.

SECTION  VII 
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SECTION  VII.  —  PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 


The  work  covered  by  this  section  is  for  the  financial  year  April,  1955, 
to  March,  1956. 

From  the  cost  statement  it  will  be  seen  that  the  net  cost  of  this  service 
(collection  and  disposal)  is  £22,503,  an  increase  of  £2,023  over  the  previous 
year.  The  main  contributing  factors  for  this  increase  of  expenditure  is 
accounted  for  by  increased  wages  to  employees  from  awards  made  by  the 
National  Joint  Council  and  the  increased  cost  of  dustbins. 


Refuse  Collection. 

The  transport  used  for  the  collection  of  refuse  is  the  same  as  previously 
mentioned  in  the  Annual  Report  and  the  average  period  between  collection 
of  refuse  was  again  six  to  seven  working  days.  In  spite  of  labour  difficulties 
the  collection  has  been  satisfactory.  The  weight  of  refuse  collected 
(13,470  tons)  shows  a  slight  decrease  over  the  previous  year. 


Provision  of  Dustbins. 

Dustbins  are  renewed  as  a  rate  charge  and  bins  supplied  to  new  houses 
are  charged  for.  The  total  number  of  bins  distributed  during  the  year 
totalled  1,215,  involving  an  expenditure  of  £1,893. 

Disposal  of  Refuse. 

The  disposal  of  household  and  trade  refuse  on  the  Gospel  Oak  Tip 
continues  to  be  by  means  of  controlled  tipping.  The  gross  expenditure 
incurred  was  £3,744  as  against  £3,668  during  the  previous  year. 

The  condition  of  the  tip  is  very  satisfactory  and  no  infestations  have 
occurred  during  the  year.
